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Test Yourself Answers

1. A neuroleptic technique is recommended for oral 
surgery procedures because it provides the ideal re- 
quired actions of an anesthetic. 


2. Some reasons for performing an awake nasal in- 
tubation on an oral surgery patient are: (a) it allows 
ease of placement; (b) it allows proper placement 
without danger of prolonged apnea; (c) it allows po- 
sitioning of the patient without undue pressure points 
for both endotracheal tube and bony body promi- 
nences; and (d) it requires enly one person to per- 
form. 


3. Minimal monitoring necessary for oral surgery 
includes: precordial stethoscope; blood pressure; 
ECG; and Foley® catheter. 


4. The anesthetist can control the cuff of the en- 
dotracheal tube by running extension tubing from 
the pilot tube to the side of the patient. 


5. The patient is ready to be extubated, either in the 
operating room or in the recovery room, when all 
oral reflexes are present and adequate air space has 
been determined. 
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
